HOSPITALS POR DISABLER XES 


The American Legion did not get much encouragement from 
General Frank T. Hines, director of the Veterans’ bureau, who, 
on his one day visit to Minneajxtli*, made it clear that the bureau 
is without funds that might lie used to build a 500 bed tuberculosis 
hospital in Minnesota. 
The Legion has gathered together a mass of facts that make 
an imposing picture of the failure of the* bureau to provide the 
necessary hospitalisation for those service men who were dis­ 
abled during the war, or who, since the end of hostilities, have 
contracted tuberculosis as a result of exposure during the war 
or from breathing the gases that were let loose by the enemy. 
Many men have been found in the Northwest who need the atten­ 
tion that can be found only in properly equipped hospitals, and 
the question before the bureau is this: Are these men to lie pro­ 
vided with hospital facilities in Minnesota or are they to be placed 
in hospitals elsewhere, where, according to the bureau, there are 
many I feds that are not in use. 
Director Hines said, during his visit to Minneapolis, thai the 
Legion should not consider state lift es in dealing with the matter 
of hospitalisation but should cooperate with the bureau in placing 
men who need treatment in the hospitals that are prepared to 
receive them. 
There is much to lie said for the director’s side of 
this matter. 
If there are many beds in first class hospitals that 
are not in use, and the only matter is that of getting the men 
from the various districts to these hospitals, this should be done.

before long agremeents will be made that will lead to the gradual 
withdrawal of French forces from the Ruin* while Germany pays 
what the Allies are disposed to accept.
